After each had 
placed his quota of 200 pickets about the 
buildings in which the strikes have been de- 
clared they remarked that the fight was won 
and that the managers “could do the 
hustling.”” This view was expressed by the 
strikers, who refused to consider any con- 
cessions on their part. © 

When telephone messages reached the 
headquarters of the strikers, at Harrison 
street and Custom House place, asking that 
Business Agent Baines call out the elevator 
men in the buildings controlled by the Build- 
ing Managers’ association, he replied that he 


| would do so tomorrow, but refused to say at 


what hour.

The largest of these 
fifteen are the Manhattan, the Old Colony, 
the Monon, and the National Life.

The elevator men declare that when a 
strike is called on the other buildings on 
Monday the janitors and coal teamsters will 
join in the fight. Business Agent Fieldstack 
of the janitors indorsed this declaration, but 
President Young of the teamsters was non- 
committal. The managers of most of these

‘free hand, without interference from other 


Everything depends on the answer to that 
question, and I believe it can be answered 
in the affirmative. Take the powers, one 
by one. Since Lord Salisbury’s speech about 
putting the money on the wrong horse Rus- 
sia has held that England does not count 
in Balkan politics. France is an ally, and 
the alliance may presumably be relied upon 
to keep Germany quiet. Some small con- 
cession on the Adriatic coast will easily con- 
ciliate any objection Italy is disposed to 
raise. 


Program Mapped Out. 

‘The course of events probably will be 
somewhat as follows: The program of re- 
forms which Russia, France, and Austria 
pressed upon the sultan will not be carried 
out. The snows will melt and the insurgents 
will take to the mountains. The rising will 
not be put down, and the bloodshed involved 
will be exaggerated. The Macedonian com- 
mittee will come to the rescue of Macedonia 
and Russia will have seed come to the rescue 
of Bulgaria. 

“Austria will stand aside, keeping out of the 
ring and awaiting the stipulated reward.

New York, Feb. 7.—[Special.]—President 
Johnson of the American league left for 
Washington this afternoon to fix up some 
matters relative to the American league club 
in that city, but he will return here next 
week and probably will be able to give to the 
public the much looked for information in 
regard to the new grounds here 
- Mr. Johnson had several conferences with 
members of the $300,008 syndicate late Fri- 
day night, and, going over the . situation 
thoroughly, an agreement was practically 
reached by which local capitalists will back 
the new club isto age assistance from out- 
side.

Manhattan island, which, according to in- 
dications just now, will be turned into a fine 
ball park before April 1, for as soon as the 
lease is signed and the American league has 
turned over the franchise for New York, 
work will begin.

The location of the property is known, but 
it cannot be divulged until President John- 
son says the word.

NE of the interesting 
features of contemporary 

politics—one, indeed, which 

must furnish to all thought- 

ful Americans much food for 

reflection—is the endeavor of 

foreign nations to influence 
Uncle Sam. The devices of 

the old world powers to se- 
cure the good will of the 
‘United States are of the 
most varied character, But 
they all have the same ob- 
ject in view. It is flatter- 
ing, when one recalls how, 
twenty years ago, this covn- 

try was treated abroad as 
what the French so graphi- 
cally describe ‘‘ une quantité 
negligeable,’’ no account be- 
: ing taken thereof by the so- 

ealied concert of great powers, the United 
States enyoys being compelled to yield the 
“pas” to all other ambassadors. No one 
Greamt of inviting Wncle Sam to the con- 
gress of Berlin in 1878—the most notable of 
sich international conferences since the fa- 
mous Congress of Vienna, at the time of the 
downfall of the great Napoleon. Yet there 
European monarch or statesman of to- 
day who would dream of organizing any 

palaver of the great powers without secur- 
ing the attendance of the American govern- 
Met and endeavoring to obtain the latter’s 
Sippor@in the matter®at stake. Were an- 
otfer Berlin congregs to be held today, with 
the Same object as in 1878—namely: the set- 
tlement of the so-called eastern question— 
te United States would not only be present

Without stopping to point out that it is

The position of these American wives of 
foreign diplomats at Washington is one of 
extreme delicacy, calling for the exercise of 
tact of an altogether exceptional order, since 
the interests of the land of their adoption 
are not always in consonance with those of 
the land of their birth, and the American 
patriotism, which remains inextinguishable 
in the breast of every man and woman born 
under the stars and stripes, no matter where 
they may make their home, or whom they 
may marry, will frequently find itself in con- 
flict with their duty to their husbands and 
their allegiance to the government which 
they assist them to represent at Washington. 
It is a position which only women so level- 
headed and so ready to adapt themselves to 
every emergency as those of the United 
States could be expected to fill with any 
degree of success, and the manner in which 
they will play their rdles will be watched with 
no little interest, since their presence at 
Washington constitutes something in the 
nature of a new departure by the European 
governments—something in the character of 
an experiment. 
One thing, however, it is necessary to bear 
mind—namely! that if the old world pow- 
rs in question have selected for their repre- 
sentatives in this country diplomats married 


‘to American women, regardless of all their 


former views and rules concerning the mat- 
ter, they have done so with the object of 
manffesting their good will towards the 
United States, their sympathy for its people, 
and ‘their complete confidence in the loyalty 
of American women, that is to say, in the 
American wives of their envoys. | 
RNING aside without 
further discussion from this 
graceful compliment paid by 
the old world powers to the 
American nation one feels 
tempted to ask in consider- 
ing the other devices adopt- 
ed to conciliate the United 
States whether they give 
evidence of a thorough un- 
derstanding of the condi- 
tions of the prejudices and 
of the sentiment of this 
country. It must be borne 
in mind that those who di- 
rect the relations of the 
European governments with 
tha United States live oni 
yonder side of the Atlantic 
and that with the solitary 
exception of Lard Lans- 
downe; who was for a time governor gen- 
eral of Canada, not one of the European 
ministers of foreign affairs now in office 
has ever even visited the western hemis- 
phere, their knowledge of American affairs 
being in consequence of a limited descrip- 
tion. Unfortunately, they are not always 
content to listen to the recommendations 
of their experienced agents over here or to 
take into-account the many points that have 
to be considered in dealing with Uncle Sam. 
The latter is a most complex personage, and 
it requires a long and intimate personal 
acquaintance in order to comprehend the 
peculiarities of his character and his train 
of thought. | ae 
Thus among the motives which dictated 
the appointment of two of the most able and 
accomplished foreign envoys at Washing- 
ton was the circumstance that they had 
been close personal friends, of the president 
before there was ever any prospect of his 
becoming the chief magistrate of the United 
States. Yet any one knowing this country 
well would be inclined to believe that their

Popular sentiment 
can only be appreciated by 
those who have studied it on 
the spot. In certain mat- 
ters it is wonderfully stable. 
In other respects it fluctu- 
ates to such a degree that 
one can only keep track 
thereof by having one’s 
finger constantly on the pub- 
lic pulse. Nor is it always 
possible to gather the trend 
: thereof from the press, and, 
to take a recent instance, it is doubtful 
whether foreigners have derived from the 
American newspapers any idea of the strong 
feeling which there was throughout the 
country in favor of the president’s refusal 
to accept the invitation of the kaiser to act 
as arbitrator in the Venezuelan Imbroglio. 

‘The stability of public feeling here is 
shown by the fifty years of more which it 
has taken to eradicate from the American 
mind the conviction that Great Britain was 
the bitterest and most relentiess foe of the . 
United States, and now that this belief has- 
disappeared, thanks in a large measure to’ 
the warm and constant friendship manifest- . 


and also by her successor, King Edward, it 
will take a good deal to bring Uncle Sam to 
credit the insinuations his kinsman, John 
Bull, entertains any enmity towards him. In- 
deed, nothing is more instructive in this 
particular than to observe the manner in 
which public sentiment here discriminates 
between England and Germany, to the detri- 
ment of the latter, in the Venezuelan dif- 
ficulty. | 

As far as the fluctuation of public senti- 
ment is concerned, there are times when the 
dispatch of special missions and the gift of 
statues would be welcomed with enthusiasm, 
and other moments when they would come 
amiss, be regarded with distrust, and the 
motives questioned that had prompted the 
compliment to the United States. Haditnot 
been for the winning personality of Prirce 
Henry of Prussia his visit to America would 
have fallen flat owing to its unfortunately 
coinciding with the controversy between 
Germany and Englang as to which of the two 
had beef this country’s friend during the 
war with Spain. The French mission in con- 
nection with the Rochambeau statue fol- 
lowed too closely on Prinoe Henry's visit not 
to impair its success. It was unfortunately 
timed in every sense of the word, and the 
same may be said of the kaiser’s proffer ofa 


Frederick the Great, coming, as it did, al- 
most immediately after the inauguration of 
the Rochambeau memorial. It may be 
doubted whether anything in the way of a 


American people is accomplished by such 
methods. 

As I have said above, there is always a 
tendency to question the motive of compli- 
ments, no matter how graceful, and to look 
upon them as manifestations of sporadic 
sympathy. Probably the best way to win 
the lasting good will of the Agnerican people 
is to secure presentation to them like Queen 
Victoria as a consistent, true, and dignified 
friend of this country under all circum- 
stances, which, coupled with the regard in- 
spired by her private life, led at the time of 
her death to an expression of sorrow 
throughout the United States second only 
to that displayed in the British empire.

“To the American ‘ perils’ with which 
part of the German press scares its readers 
belongs also the American tobacco trust. It 
is now reported that an English-American to- 
bacco trust is being formed, which shall 
mainly operate in Germany for the purpose 
of crippling the German tobacco industry or 
to forc®é it to join the trust. The German pub- 
lic shall, in genuine American fashion, 
through fabulous advertising and even with 
presents or prizes, be induced to buy of the 
trust firms. After the German tobacco in- 
dustry has been destroyed, then the trust, 
being in possession of the American tobacco 
production, can dictate prices. The prizes 
will consist of all sorts of objects, from 
corkscrews to automobiles, and the trust is 
now completing contracts with German 
manufacturers for supplies on an immense 
scale, So far the trust has only acquired 
one factory in Germany, the ciguret factory 
of Jasmatzi of Dresden, but this has been 
greatly enlarged and rebuilt after American 
methods. The trust has been trying to ac- 
quire one of the largest German tobacco es- 
tablishments, but.so far without success. 
Several other factories have been offered the 
trust, as the proprietors stek to avoid a war 
of competition.” 

The article further remarks that such a 
system of premiums, through the judicature 
of the Federal Supreme court, is excluded.

Victorien Sardou, who during the last 
three weeks has been taken so violently to 
task throughout Italy for what a Florentine 

ritic calls “his presumptuous sacrilege 

making Dante the subject of a play, in 
which the divine poet is to be personified by 
#rving, has replied to this premature out- 
burst of Italian indignation in the Corriera 
Della Serra by stating that he has not, as 
alleged, put Dante irreverently on the stage 
as a hero of a commonplace political intrigue 
and meretricious love adventures, nor has 
he attempted to make a historical drama, 
but that he and his literary collaborator, 
Emile Moreau, were attracted by the su- 
perb humanitarian figure of Dante, which 
is treated with mysticism and symbolism. 

Sardou d@mnounces that in his play the 
three most important personages with whom 
he has surrounded Dante are Count Ugolin, 

' Francesca da Rimini, and Pia de Tolomei. 

Sardou, becoming impassioned with the 
Bubject, drew his hand through his long 
—. hair, and assured his Italian inter- 

ewer that the suffering, anger, and bitter 
-_Temorse experienced by Dante in real life, 

' together with his visions of purity and jus- 
tice, are treated with sacred deference, as 
aigo is his mourning for Beatrice, whose 
death is symbolic of the ruin of Dante's 
hopes and illusions. 

Sardou puts the spirit of Virgil on the 
stage, and a whole act is devoted to Dante's 
journey with Virgil through the:realms of 
hades. In the last_act Sardou has pui 
Dante face to face with Clement V. in the 
Papal palace in Avignon. 


Italian Criticism Annoys. 
Sardou complains that’ the Italians have 
. Qnvariably attacked his plays whenever the 
subject was drawn from their history, and 
gays: “The Italians pitched into me right 
and left about ‘La Haine’ and ‘La Tosca’ was

that they have put it into music.” 

Sardou says his conception of Dante is 
much the same as Carlyle’s conception of 
the divine poet, and that “ Dante belongs 
not only to Italy but to the world.”’ 

It is declared by Sardou that his drama- 
tization of his hero has evoked his personal 
enthusiasm to a pitch not hitherto attained.

In the same way if my father or the father of some one else gives me 


money they know, as do I and others, that no one can take it from me, be-

‘Thus in every society where, in however slight a degree, there is the

It would be thus where a single violence was committed against a 
single man in the bosom of a society whose relations were wholly free. 
But now that so many centuries have passed of most diverse violences 
which have determined the accumulation of money, these violences, only 
changing their form, have not ceased to exist. When money amassed as the 
direct product of labor is only a minimum part of the money obtained by

Money represents work. Yes, money represents work, but whiee? 
In our society money is only rarely the representative sign of the work of 
him who owns it, but nearly always represents the work of another, the 
past or future work of men. In reality it represents the obligation to work 
imposed upon another by force. 

Money in its most exact acceptation, and even in the simplest terms, 
is a conventional sign which confers the right, or rather the possibility, of 
profiting by the work of others. In its ideal sense money ought not to con- 
fer this right or the possibility of exercising it except on condition of really 
representing work, and’ money could fill this role in a society where no 
violence existed. But since there is room violence in society, that is 
tq say, for the possibility of profiting by work of another without ex- 
pending his own labor, this possibility of exploiting the handiwork of 
others also obtains with money. 

Men sell the products of their past, present, and future labors, eome- 
times their food, in general not because money is a more convenient mode 
of exchange for them, but because money is exacted of them as a sign rep- 
resentative of the work the obligation for which has been imposed upon 


them. When the king of Egypt required work of his slaves they gave 


everything—-work, past and present, but they could not give future Jabor. 
Thanks to the circulation of money and to eredit it hes become possible 
to engage future work for money. 

Money with the existence of violence represents nee a new form of 
impersonal slavery which replaces personal slavery. The owner of slaves 
has the right to make Peter, John, and Victor work, and the owner of 
money, where money is required from all, has the right to subject to work 
all anonymous. people who have need of money. —

tate circles over the bill prepared by Presi- 
dent Foreman of the county board, which 
aims to practically guarantee county ab- 
stracts, much the same as is done by the 
abstract companies. The bill 
favorably acted upop by the county board 
and will be sent to Springfield in a few days. 

The method provided for in the bill to fur- 
nish aiguaranty fund is through a fee of 5 
per cent, which the recorder is empowered 
to collect and to pay to the county treasurer 
for the purpose of an indemnity fund. When 
thie fund reaches the sum of $100,000, how- 
ever, the fee isto be reduced to 2% per cent. 


, Provisions of Bill. 

The full provisions of the bill follow: | 

Section %. Every such recorder shall, be- 
fore making And certifying such abstracis 
of title, give a bond with sufficient security, 
to be approved by the county board, payable 
to the county of which he is such recorder, 
in the penal sum of $10,000, conditioned to 
gecure the accuracy and correctness of any 
and all such abstracts of title, and to in- 
demnify the county for all actual losses or 
damages which the county may be required 
to pay by reason of any errors, mistakes, or 
omissions in any such abstracts of title, to 
any and all persons purchasing such ab- 
stracts from such recorder. And such coun- 
ty shall reimburse any and all persons pur- 
chasing any such abstract of title from- 
such recorder for any and all losses or dam- 
ages sustained by such purchaser or pur- 
chasers on account of the error, mistake, or 
omission aforesaid. 

Bection 4. Five per cent of all fees collected 
by such recorder under the provisions of 
this act shall be paid by such recorder to 
the county treasurer of his county, for the. 
purpose of an indemnity fund, until said 
fund shall reach the sum of one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,000), when the pay- 
ments thereto shail. be reduced to 2% per 
cent, and so continue while the sum of one 
hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) or more 
remains in said fund; and whenever, at any 
time, it shall fall below said sum, the pay- 
ments of 5 per cent, as above provided, shall 
be made. It shall be the duty of the treasurer 
to. invest all of said funds. principal and in- 
eéme, in his hunds from time to time, if not 
immediately required for payment of indem- 
mities, and report annually to the County 
court the condition and income thereof. All 
investments of the fund or any part thereof 
Shall be made with the aprpoval of said 
court by order entered of record. The said

GERMAN TRADE IS DEPRESSED. 


United States Afforded the Only Relief 
in 1902 by Buying the Surplus 
Stocks of Manufactures. 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. ] 

FRANKFORT, Jan. 27.—The annual report 
of the chamber of commerce for 1902 has just 
beén published. With reference to the Ger- 
man business situation of 1902 it is stated 
that while it is true that the reaction follow- 
ing the high tide of business prosperity, be- 
ginning in 1900, and which in 1901 affected 
almost all of them, has reached its height, 
it cannot be said that conditions have yet 
changed for the better, and while the great 
financial failures of 1901 have not been re- 
peated, it seems, howeyer, that the low ebb 
of the entire business situation will be of 
yet longer duration. ie 

The German manufacturing industries suf- 
fered most, as the home demand was inade- 
quate, especially so as the prosperity of the 
preceding years had induced them to greatly 
increase their capacity. oe 

Under the circumstances it was fortunate 
that other countries, above all the United 
States, came to the rescue by buying the 
large stock of‘partly manufactured articles, 
although in many instances only at prices 
below cost, but which, nevertheless, afford- 
ed some relief. 

Tne home market has not yet recuperated 
from the former industria] overproduction 
and it will take some time yet before the re- 
lations between production and consumption 
will have assumed correct proportions. 

The foreign commerce, which at such times 
ought to be an equalizing factor of relief to 
the whole business system, and especially to 
the industries, has also been affected by 
general unfavorable conditions; 

The conclusion of peace in south Africa, it 
is true, has stimulated trade with that coun- 
try greatly, but it is of too recent occurrence 
to have exerted much influence on German 
commerce generally. 

The political situation, on the other hand, 
in the West Indies and part of South Amer- 
ica is worse than heretofore, and this, added 
to elementary disasters in those parts, has 


damaged German commerce severely.

The discriminations against Canada in re- 
lation to the cattle trade led to the trans- 
mission. of strong protests from the gov- 
ernment of Canada to the imperial] govern- 
ment. The protests left a sore feeling behind 
when it was found they were disregarded and 
vrnavailing. The cattle discriminations led 
to similar action against Canadian cattle 
by the government of Jamaica.

at the imperial contracts for army supplies’ 
in south Africa by fixing the dates of putting 
in tenders. The tenders for food supplies 
were so timed that it was impossible for 
Canada to have a share of the business. The 
same thing has since occurred in regard to 
heavy contracts in connection with the build- 
ings to be constructed for the south African 
gcvernment railways. In both instances, on 
strong representations from the Canadian 
government, there was a modification of the 
conditions, but the modification still left it 
impossible to get a share of the work for 
Canada. .

Wrath Over Flour Duty. ae 
Another trouble between Canada and Great 
Britain was the duty on flour shipped from. 
Canada to various points in Europe via Eng-' 
lish ports. Most of it finds its way via Liver-. 
pool or some other British port. Upon being 
landed there for transshipment it is obliged 
to pay the full duty of 5 pence per hundred-' 
weight, as if intended for consumption in 
Great Britain, In November last the depart- 
ment of trade and commerce communicated 
with the high commissioner for Canada in 
London, with a view to obtaining bonded 
treatment for Canadian flour in transit or a 
drawback of the duty. In due course the de- 
partment received from Lord Strathcona a 
letter stating he had made representations to 
the imperial authorities, and he inclosed a 
copy of the British regulations concerning 
the drawbacks under the tariff of 1902. These 
it was discovered, do not contain any pro- 
vision that could be availed og inasmuch as 
they require there should be certain changes 
made in the material before reshipment, such 


as mixing or rebagging, to entitle

NOWBALLING has gone out of style. 
Why this is the case nobody is able 
to say, but that it is true is apparent 
to anybody who happens to think on 
the subject. It may be that because of 


ox mild winters of the last ten years and 


the scarcity of snew the present generation 


has never learned the joys of snowballing. 


Or it may be that the growing tendency to 
regard a boy who threw a snowball in the 
same category with the person who threw 
a brick or any other kind of a missile has 
had a tendency to throw the sport into dis- 


favor. 


It is more than probable, however, that 
the first reason is the true one. In former 


years, when winter meant a carpet of white 
over the earth from December to March, 
snowballing was one of the recognized sports 
of childhood. In those days flourished the 
snow fort, with ramparts and outworks, and 
many and fierce were the battles that raged 
between the defenders of the fert and the 
attacking party, and the ammunition al- 
ways consisted of snowballs. But during 
the last decade the scarcity of snow has 
made such a thing as a snow fort an im- 
possibility. 

It was in the training to defend or attack 
the fort that the boys of other days became 
proficient in the use of the snowball. When 

they were not actually engaged in battle 
they would do target practice on silk hats, 
cats, dogs, or anybody who happened to pass 
by. But now, while at times during the win- 
ter there is plenty of snow for the fashion- 
ing of snowballs, the present day boy is not 
trained in the sport. He never saw a fierce 
snowball battle that prevailed in the days 
when his father was a boy, and he has 
eome to feel that throwing a snowball at 
a passerby is about as bad as throwing 
anything élse. 

Staid old people rejoice exceedingly as 
well as marvel that they can pass by a 
schoolhouse at recess time when the snow 
is thick on the ground and not be greeted by 
a well directed volley of snowballs. It used 

to be considered absolutely fatal for a man 
to wear a silk hat on a day when the snow 
was of the proper consistency to fashion into 
a projectile.

the widowed; (4) the mortality of single males 
is higher at all ages than the mortality of 
single ferhales; the mortality of married 
males is higher than the mortality of married 
females; except in the age period 15 to 
4 .+-.-} (6) the mortality of widowers is 
higher than the mortality of widows at all 
periods of life.”

any field work. 


Extra Caliber Is Useless. 


_ “ It took a long time to convince the man 
with the 10 gauge gun that his extra caliber 
enused him only unnecessary expense and 
brought him uncomfortable weight and re- 
coil,” said R. C. Wolfersperger, one of the 
experts of the shop in Chicago. ‘ It may be 
even harder to teach this to the man with the 
12 gauge gun, but when I have seen the work 
that a 24 gauge gun did only a few years ago 
ican only feel that the day of even the 12 
xauge is numbered.

Choke 
boring guns had something to do with it, but 
nitro powders have clinched the effects of 
the choke bore. Time was when the cylinder 
bored guns had to be long in order that they 
might barn the charge of black powder: and 
not only this, but it was deemed necessary to 
have the baerrets tong in order to make a 

close shot pattern. 

Aid to Quick Shooting. 


“ With the growth and perfection of wing 
shooting it was found that a short gun barrel 
was an ald to quick shooting, and experi- 
ments were made with reference to short- 
ening the old thirty-six inch patterns. Choke 

made wp for the shot pattern, scat- 
tered through cutting the barreis short, and 
the introduction of nitro powders which 
would burn in the breech of the gun and

Since the introduction of the choke bored 
gun there has been a change in the traditions 
of gunmaking, yet not of a marked degree. 
Once upon a time a gun made by a certain 
gunsmith had nothing to certify to its merits 
until thé gunsmith had taken it out and tried 
it, certffying to its shot pattern in a certain 
circle at a certain number of yards. A gun 
that with both barrels made a satisfactory 
pattern might be copied by* the maker with 
the greatest skill and accuracy and yet when 
put to the test might be worthless, so far as 
shooting was concerned. 


4 Testing the Patterns. 
“ We know a little better.than that,” said 
r. Wolfersperger, ‘‘ but at the same time 
there is nothing certain about the pattern of 
any gun until it has been carefully tested 
With modified loads. You may take two bar- 
rels of the same gun, both choked, and one 
with one load putting 75 per cent of a charge 
into a thirty inch circle, with another load 
may put in only 6) per cent, or it may put 
in 90 per cent.

75,000 TONS OF 
COAL IS STOLEN. 


Loss of Halt a Ton to the Car 
in Transit During This 
Winter. 


‘INCE the first snap of the cold of win- 
ter in Chicago, probably 150,000 cars 
of coal, averaging thirty-four tons to 
the car, have come into the city 
weighing one ton short of the mine 

consignment. One thousand pounds of this 
shortage has been accomplished outside of 
the city limits; the rest has happened here. 
Thus of the total or 5,150,000 tons of coal 
started for the Chicago mafkets to date, loss 
by freighting and by petty thefts has stopped 
75,000 tons short of the Belt Line roads, and 
petty defts have depleted the same cars of 
75,000 tons more, to the profit of the man, 
and boy, and woman, and girl with the 
basket, and the bag, and the coal scuttle, 
sneaking by day or night through the yards 
of the railways and the coal companies. 

Nothing else in the line of freight con- 
signed to the steam railroads of the country 
compares with coal in the sense of its ex- 
posure to thefts. No one ever breaks into 
a Standard Oil company’s tank cars; tele- 
‘graph poles are seltiom stolen; iron ore is 
worthless to 99 99-100 per cent of the popula- 
tion; railroad rails and stee] bridge girders 
in transit are inviolable. But coal— 
~Even haru coal is a soft mark! 


~ Autobiography of a Car of Coal. 


‘The autobiography of a. car of coal in 
transit would involve the,.criminal codes of 
states and the machineries of state govern- 
merits, of counties, and of cities in a con- 
fusion which might scatter the interstate 
commerce commission in confusion and con- 
sternation to the four winds. — 

In. the beginning, a switch engine, probably 
by means of the “ flying " switch, shunts the 
empty coal car on to the aiding at the mine. 
When the man we the mine “ dump” needs 


of these mine cars of soft coal 
are tipped into the railroad car at one end 
before. the car is shifted. a few feet to re- 
ceive the next three cars in order. 

At the first shift of the railroad car the 
two “ trimmers ” move upon the heap of coal 


60,000, 80,000, or 100,000 pounds capacity, 
must be piled in this manner in order to 
reach the marked capacity of each car. Mine 
operators are allowed even to load one of 
these cars up to 
pacity as marked in figures, but as a rule 
thisis notdone. 
Bumped to the Ground. 

The train comes. The é¢ngineer may not 
be in a good humor, or he may not be especial- 
ly regardful of drawheads and couplings. He 
may cut his train in two, run up the track 
past the switeh, and come down the siding 
rails with the business end of his train in a 
manher to jar the earth. At the first con- 
vulsive bump of the couplings the car loses 
150 pounds of coal, pe 250 pounds. 
When the enginéer has reversed the lever, 
- pulled up, and come back again with the car 
into the broken end of his train, the coupling 
there may cost the consignee df the coal 
another 100 pounds. ‘ 

‘This is the beginning. Ten miles down the 
main line there may be a bad stretch of track 
on #radé, and when the freight strikes 
it in the effort for momentum for the up 
grade beyond a lump of coal as big as a man’s 
body may bounce off into space and roll | 
down into the ditch from the heaped up car. 

Forty miles away there is a railway cross- 
ing with 4 man in a switch tower. The train 
comes to a stop for signals. The towerman 
has been cold all day; his.coal stock fs low, 
and the coal train cannot move till he sets 
the lights’ for it. An idle friend is lounging 
in the office. 

“Say, Bill,’ says the towér mah, “ chase 
down thére and tip off a lump or two of coal 
from one of them-cars; I'll freeze to death 
if you don’t.” 

Another two bushels or three are gone; 
more might have gone only there are lots 
of trains of the kind, and the next one may 
run up closer than the first. 

Another siding is just ahead. “The coal 
train has to take it while another train of 
the same class pulls up at the little depot to 
unload some way freight, blocking the main 
line with the caboose while it waits. . 

* Bill,”.-remarks the engineer of the way 
freight, glancing back at the coal pile in the 
tender of his locomotive; ‘“‘ Bill, that last 
grade made a hole in that pile, didn’t it?” 

Bill takes thetip. He has been hauled over 
the coals recently for using more coal than 
he should have done onthatrun. The coal 
car is only aix feet over from his yawning 
tender, and he has husky arms. One hun- 
dred pounds a minute in the five minute stop

All this fn the processional of tower men, 
crossing men, station agents, and locomo- 
tive firemen, to say nothing of the small 
- pilferer with the bag and basket in the small 

towns. With them “ tipping *’ coal is an art. 
“Tip your coal,” is the motto; “tip your 
coal—you can pick it up any time.’”’ 

Is it any wonder that before a coal car 
has come to the outer belt line of Chicago 
it has been depleted in weight at least a 
thousand pounds? 

And as for Chicago? 

“ A car of soft coal in our yards will lose 
as much weight there as it will lose in all 
the other experiences of its trip from the 
mines," said Manager James 8. Fisher of 
the Weaver company. “And as for these 
shortages in general, year after year, the 
coal companies of Chicago have to charge 
away more to losses on this one account 
than from ali the other vicissitudes of busi- 
ness. This short weight in coal cars has 
been the problem of the dealer always, and, 
unless the railroads do more than they ever 
have done to protect coal in transit, it prom- 
ises to be a probleni for all time. 

“In a@ general way there is a natural 
shrinkage-in a car of coal. Take coal fresh 
frem the mine, load a car with it to the 
100,000 pounds capacity of the car, and start 
it for Chicago. In the first forty-eight hours 
pe will steam like a tugboat, losing perhaps 

1,000 pounds by evaporation of moisture. 
One pound | in the 100 will be lost in this way. 


Beyond the Watchman’s Power. 


“In warm weather there are no thefts from 
cars. It is a cold weather occupation, and 
it is pushed here in. Chicago at this time be- 
yond all pewer of watchmen and policemen 
to conmtroh - Before a freight train coming 
can whiatle.‘down brakes’ for the yards 
there are people boarding the coal cars with 
all manner of receptacles for coal, and while 
the watchmen are chasing them away from 


winter have been heavier than ever before 
in Ciicago. Stealing coal has been looked 
upon with more leniency toward the thieves 
than ever before, and this has made many of 
them bolder than otherwise would have been 
possible. ‘These thefts have had their effects 
upon the prices of coal to the general con- 
sumer; dealers cannot wink at the loss of 
2,000 pounds of coai from every thirty-five 


ton car. 

te the situation of the wholessle'man: 
A car of coal has been billed to him from the 
mines as weighing so many tons. An order 
for such @ car of coal is received, and the 
dealer at wholesale sends the car out to 
the retailer. The retailer unloads it, and 
the next-thing the jobber knows the retailer 

has called him up to protest against the short- 
age in the car. 


Jobber Must Suffer, 


“*We shan’t stand for it,’ he 
hotly, and the only thing the saabee on 
do is to deduct the shortage from the re- 
tailer’s bill.

An Age of Young Men. 
Mr. Kidd has marked with a good deal of feeling this 


growing disposition of employers in all lines of business to 
take exceptions to gray hair. The least suggestion of age 


- showing in the hair is marked as a point of disability in an 


applicant. 

“There seems to be a fanatical purpose everywhere to 
make this an age of young men,” he said. “ So far as I am able 
to speak, I have no reason to think that the sober, competent, 
healthy workingman is anythirig other than in his prime at 
45 years old. Physically and mentally he should be all that, 
though one must concede that some of the trades are harder 
on men than are others. For instance, a structural steel*man 
is older at 45, judged by the steadiness of nerves, than is a 
cabinetmaker of the same age. - | 

‘‘ But it seems to be going too far when the railroad com- 
panies will not employ men as engineers who have passed the 
age of 35; that is not to say that they do not have men who 
aré much older than this, but they are not adding to their 
émployés men who are beyond this mark. Of course a man of 
45 Goes not promise as many years of useful service to a com- 
pany as does the. man of 35, but with all else equal the judg- 
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tment of thé man at 45 is better than the judgment of the 
man ten years younger, while in physi_a) equipment the older 
man should have enough in him to make him worth while. 
“In the aging of a man ih & trade or occupation much 
more than years is to be counted for and against him. Drink 
is one of the.greatest agencies; exposure to bad air and dirt 
and dust is another; conditisis which once allowed the weaver 
to set up his loom at homé anda work there by’the piece must 
have been much better for the individual than the modern fac- 
tories, which group scores of them in the same room to 
breathe the same vitiated air loaded with undue quantities 
of lint and dust. It fs this element of bad air which has 
changed all the old statistics witi reference to death rate 
among laborers. Your London figures of thirty years ago 
make the laborer one of the hardiest types. That is because 
in those days he worked for the most part out of doors; now- 
adays the laborer is an attendant upon machinery whose com- 
plications have matle dust ang dirt out of all proportion to 
what onc® menaced him, and I have an idea that the mortality 
among laborers.today in Chicago would be out of all sem- 
blance to those did figures.” | 
Regarding gray hairs as a possible disability, Mr. Kidd de- 
nies that among union trades the old man is more get in his 
ways than is the young man, who by reason of his youth and 
self-confidence more often proves the arbitrary one. In the 
main he says machine workers are most carefully serutinized 
on the account of their gray hairs. With many of these men 
he thinks the element of danger to them that may increase 
with age makes them less desirable than younger men; in some 
cases, where unusual quickness in attendance upon a machine 
is desired, they are not available. On the whole, however, he 
feels there is small justification on the part of employers today 
to shy at gray hairs. |
